AN INDIAN POLICY. 



The recent tragedy on iho Bute Inlet toute 
is supplemenud by another atrocious nius.- 
aaoro ol iuur whilo men .tt lieuslicc Lake, 
'i'tio uccouut ol' lliis second murder, given ill 
• notour column, sliowe that afier de paicuiiij; 
Brewslor's purty, iho Imliuus proceeded to 
the juncliuti of the Bute aud Benlinck Arm 
routes, where they round iM mining and bi» 
three companions, who had been previously 
s«ul up to work 'rom tho junction down It, 
where they might meet Brewster. These 
four men, like their coadjutors, were mu 
dered in colli blcod, and the ruliians, unsttted 
with the lives lhey hud already luken, started 
ofl again, to sluko their thirst in ihe blood ot 
new victims. McDonald's party had left 
Bella Coola on the 17th of the present month 
for the junction of ihe Bule Inlet and hen- 
tiuck Arm routes; but whether they will 
escape the fule marked out for them by 
Kluttasen and his companion! will depenu 
on tho merest accident. 

The news of this lust, murdor, taken iu 
conjunction with the various incidents nar- 
rated, explodes at once the idea that plunde 
was iho actuating inutive. The 6iune cairn- 
that has produced native wars in other part 
ot the American Continent— that has bruugh 
England into conflict with Cadres at lb- 
Cape and Maories in New Zealand— ha 
been woikiog with the Chilcoaten tribe : Ihe 
real or supposed eucrouohment of the whit 
man upon their property. It is evident, 
therefore, that spoliation wa9 the sccondur) 
consideration with the Indians in tho rcceui 
mansucre. Their principal ubject was lo stt>|i 
at once and lor ever, by a terrible and whole 
sale ussussination of tho woikuien, the road 
about to bo constructed through their letri 
tory. Looking at the mutter in this light 
which wo believe to be the true one, il 
must be seen how necessary it is tho 
suniethiDg like an Indian policy should b 
inaugurated at once. We cuunot uflord lu 
depend nny longer upon the " bread and 
molafses" diplomacy ol the past. While we 
look to tie natives for an accountability ol 
action, let us not shirk our responsibility lo 
them. The bud failh which has heretofore 
characterizen the conduo* of our Government 
with the various Indian tribes, as well a> the 
almost total immunity which Iho savage- 
have possessed in their outrages on the white 
population, has produced the natural fruit 
Two greater blinders could nol possibly have 
been made with Iho nalivu tribes. To un 
huneslly and compel others to do tho Fame i- 
•bout Hie auinmum bonum of rational govern 
merit, whether amongst savage or civilized. 
To treal the Indiana as we like uud then al- 
low them to reciprocate by treating U3 us 
they like is the sutest possible way to 
bring about ihuse etidle.-s calamities called 
Indian wars. Tho natives have been taught 
by this policy to look upon the while mun a- 
little better than a well-dressed Indian, who 
must come under the aboriginal law of re- 
venge and retaliation— of death for the slight 
est ofiance ; of assassination on tho merest 
suspicion. 

It is scarcely necessary to sny that if xe 
are t go on opening up new routes or new 
■ources of wealth in ihe neighboring Colony 
as well bj our own, we must have very differ- 
ent relutions with the Indian tribes. We 
must have every uborigiual cluitn, real or 
otherwise, definitely settled. We must buve 
a more perfect know. edge of the natives, their 
numbers, and their chiefs ; and, above all, u 
•ysiem by which each tribe will be madr 
responsible to the Government for the crimes 
of its members. We must indelibly impress 
upon the nali'e U ind that while we are de- 
termined to net justly towards them — to protect 
them as wo would ourselves, wo shall bo 
equally unflinching in our effort) to punish 
the guilty — thai neither cost nor trouble will 
deter us from following up ami bringing to 
justice tho perpetrutora of outrages aga'nsl 
our laws So far as tho recent tragedy is 
concerned, there is no great reason for sup- 
posing that it will lead lo any serious collision 
wilh Ibe authorities, or call lor extreme war^ 
like measures. Tho murderers, Irom the 
numerous marks of identification, will. 
do doubt, be quickly caught ; a bloody exam- 
ple will bo set the Chileoaton as well as 
other tribes; and works tray bo again pro 
secuted along the North-West coast with 
aorne degree of safety ; but if we flop here 
our labors will be sadly incomplete. The 
ulcer may be temporarily healed ; but the 
cause will be still, though perhaps quietly, 
wotking, and will produce at some liiiure 
time an outbreak piobubly of a mare serious 
character and in a more dangerous quarter. 

It is iho duty ol the Governurs ol boih 
colonies to take up this question wilh all the 
giavily il demands. Wealth and industry 
ate but unstable items in a country's pros- 
perity if lite and property become insecure. If 
treacherous savages can arise at any moment 
and interlere with the public or private works 
of the couolry, there is an end to progression. 
Let, theiefore, a dotiuite Itidiun policy be iu 
nuguru'ed. Let tho natives be brought into 
more immediate connection wilh the Govern 
ntont, and taught the lesson of responsibility. 
Leteviry tnugible grievance of which they 
complain bo redressed, unu overv breach of 
faith mude good. Lei mis perpetual sus 
piciou of the white man's laud-Mealing pro- 
pensities bo lulled to rest by honest dealing 
wilh the Indian tillos. We cannot bring 
back lo I'fo the mangled corpses of l',.e 
murdered men. but we may, by u judicious 
exercise of tho power of punishing, and an 
unflinching determination lo mete out juslije 
to the Indian as well as '.o iho while, 
lave tho cotiulry Irom a repetition of those 
tragedies we huvo recently hud tho painlul 
duty to record.

Further Partioulais, 

By thfl arrival nf the Olter on Snturdny 
night from New \Vr*t minster we ato in pos- 
sesion of further details of llie proceeding* 
of the Expedition recently sent up on thn 
eunbnal Forward to Bute Inlet, whioh throw 
sumo additional light on the lata tragedy. 

The following particulars we extract Irotn 
the Columbian, omitting such por ion of [he 
tlotails us have alreudy appeared in the 
Colonist : 

The folluwingday (2lsl)nn inquest was held

the ohaiucter of the route. We also learn, 
with more regrot titan surprise, thut enough 
1 ns transpired in Iho evidence tuknn by Mr. 
Brew, corroborated by other circumstance*, 
to justify the assertion thut the massacre was 
lar from oeing unprovoked.

It would appear that most of the Chila- 
cnatous who are concerned in the massacre 
are new faces, and came to the head of Bute 
Inlet for the fir.<t tune this spring. Ivhtltn- 
sine, who murdered .Smith al the Ferry, hud 
intended reluming to lleuehee Lake bv the 
vJeneza and liridm' River route, when his 
•>oy Pierre, nbi ut 18 years old, accompaniod 
he puckers to the Ferry, Anril 20th, while 
he other Chilacoatena there had a lonu l»lk 
eiih him. The bo returned on Friday the 
22ud with the packers, and on his arrival, 
lis father, lCluila-dne, immediately changed 
lis mind, as lie told the packer Sampson on 
Saturday rpurn'iig. He had been asking after 
\Ir. IVaddington every day, and whether he 
vuuld hrmsr many men a.id provisions, and 
■aid ho wunt«d him to iret his daughter bark 
roni the Eunlata*s. He now, however, gave 
hem a ennoe, six blankets, and two mu.-keis 
nr her, and slatted on Tuesday morning, 
Vpril 26. h, for tho Ferry, with his. sou, two 
nen, und three women, slept at half way 
luti-e, slept ut n in near Boulder Creek, titnl 
cached the Firry on Thursday morning 
ihoul a. in. lie probably murdered Smith 
he same evening.
